THE SCANDAL AT JASPER 

The project to build a mountain high- 
way from Jasper to Banff in winter is 
working out about as was to be expected. 
The men in the camps are not able to get 
in enough hours’ work between storms to 
pay for their board and necessary articles 
of clothing bought at the commissary. 

There is complaint, too, the ground for 
which is amply vouched for, that the 
prices charged them for supplies is extor- 
tionate, that they are housed in tents and 
sleeping on hay with the mercury below 
zero, and that many of them are 80 poor- 
ly clad that they could not work even if 
any effective highway-building could be 
done in a mountain region at this season. 

What were supposed to be work camps 
are thus turning into relief camps, where 
the men are being boarded at their own 
expense with a prospect of being farther 
in debt the longer the farce continues. 
That they could under the best of ar- 
rangements earn their keep is practically 
impossible. As arrangements are, they 
face the prospect of emerging in spring 
owing the Government for both board and 
clothing. 

This situation is a national disgrace 
and calls for prompt action on the part of 
the Dominion Government, with whom the 
responsibility rests entirely. Ottawa 
should make up its mind forthwith whe- 
ther it is going to close the camps and let 
the men come back to Edmonton and 
other centres from which they were taken, 
or whether it will maintain these as relief 
camps. The notion that they are or can 
be work camps may as well be abandoned 
until spring. 

Undoubtedly an investigation is called 
for as to how this tragic mis-handling of 
an untimely project came about. But the 
first thing to do is to either get the men 
out of the camps or make provision to 
house, clothe and feed them decently there 
during the winter.

A DISTRESS RESOLUTION 

A resolution put before the United 
Farmers of Manitoba at their convention 
calls for the “nationalization of land”, But 
the resolution does not mean exactly that. 
It proposes that any farmer who wishes 
to do so might be allowed to present his 
land to the government, taking in return 
a life lease of the property. 

The explanation given that this 
would give “security of tenure” to farm- 
ers who are now liable to lose it. In other 
words, it would enable farmers who have 
fallen into debt, or have run into debt, to 
retain possession of the property despite 
mortgage obligations, leaving the gov- 
ernment to settle with the creditors, if 
any settling is contemplated. 

The resolution had the support of Mr. 
A. J. Macauley, president of the United 
Farmers of Saskatchewan, who argued 
that the only farmers now having security 
of occupancy are those who do not own 
the land they use, but hold 21-year graz- 
ing leases on government land, 

Nothing could more clearly indicate 
the plight into which some farmers in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan have been 
plunged by the combined effects of 
drought and depression. The resolution 
is plainly a distress measure, based on the 
principle that any port looks good in a 
storm if the storm is bad enough. Given 
two or three good crops at fair prices, the 
farmers who are now anxious to give their 
land to the government would charge the 
government a good round price if the land 
happened to be wanted for public pur- 
poses.

Had that been the case, it would be sheer 
folly on the part of Britain to exempt our 
products from the protection it proposes 
to establish for the benefit of British pro- 
ducers. 

Making allowance for that, this is 
something more than a “gesture” toward 
a preference. Britain has no gyarantee 
that Canadian and other dominion pro- 
ducers and dealers will not dump” there, 
whatever they have been doing in the past. 
It is simply taking chances on that, and 
relying on our not taking advantage of the 
opportunity presented. 

In response the governments of Can- 
ada and the dominions should take any 
measures possible to see that this gener- 
ous concession is not abused. It should be 
made known that any Canadian exporter 
who “dumps” in Britain will be brought to 
book in any way the Canadian law or ad- 
ministrative authority can reach him. 


FINDING OUT THE DIFFICULTIES 

Mr. Watkins, head of the British ex- 
pedition that spent sixteen months 
studying weather conditions in Greenland, 
says an airplane service from Canada via 
Greenland is not practicable with planes 
as at present constructed. During the 
sixteen month period not a week elapsed 
in which the Greenland ice cap was not 
swept by a blizzard that would have made 
flying impossible. 

It does not follow that the investiga- 
tors wasted their time, or that a trans-At- 
lantic service will not be established, on 
that or some other route.

LASHES RULED | 
OUT BY COURT 


Chief Justice Horace Har- 
vey Delivers Judgment 
Monday Morning 


Louis Bonhomme, . 21-year-old resi- | 
dent of this city, must serve the| 
seven-year imprisonment sentence im-| 
posed upon him by Magistrate David- | 
son of Calgary, but the 10 lashes also} 
ordered to be given, have been quash-| 
ed, according to a decision handed} 
down by the appeal court on the con-| 
clusion of the appeal by Bonhomme 
against both the conviction and sen-| 
tence, 

The judgment of the court was de-! 
livered by Chief Justice Horace Har- 
vey, who had sitting with him on the 
bench Justices A, H. Clarke, C, R. 
Mitchell, H. W. Lunney, and A. A. 
McGillivray. 

“With the consent of W. S. Gray, 


K.C., crown counsel,” stated the Chief! Overseas War Memorial Scholarship | 


Justice, “the court is going to strike 
out the lashes. In doing this, the 
court agrees with the argument ad- 
vanced by R. D. Tighe, K.C., counsel 
for appellant, that the combination 
of the long sentence and the lashes, 
is too severe when it is taken into 
consideration that the appellant is a 
young man.” 


NO INTERFERENCE 

In dealing with ths sentence it- 
self, His Lordship stated that the court 
did not feel that any interference 
should be made with it 

However, he did point out, that if 
the court varied the sentence, that its 
full term must be served. If the orig- 
inal sentence was not varied, appel- 
lant, by good conduct, would be in a 
Position to have the original term 
shortened by more than the court 
might see fit to shorten it. Thus no/| 
interference would be made. 

Bonhomme, young Edmonton man, | 
en route to Calgary, was charged with | 
having stolen while armed, $16 from 
a Red Deer filling station.
